In addition, they 
have added mental health ser- 
vices designed to counsel and 
support those who have lost 
normal coping skills because of 
their chemical dependency. 

“In some cases, the de- 
pendency of an individual on 
drugs causes that person to 
lose his or her ability to cope 
with day-to-day things that 
happen in life.’’ said Judy 


Oake, community relations 
coordinator for the Help Cen- 
ter. "Our new mental health 
services are designed to deal 
directly with this problem and 
to teach those involved how to 
begin again having control of 
their lives.” 

As an added incentive for the 
staff to continue to grow and 
provide the best service possi- 
ble, Mayor Beverly MeAnally 
was at the ribbon-cutting cere- 
mony to take those present 
back to the beginning. 

“The Help Center started out 
as a group of concerned 
citizens and parents meeting in 
any ragtag place available,” 
the Mayor recalled. "It came 
about because a group of us 
wondered what all this crazy 
music our kids were listening 
to was about 

“Although at that time, it 
was really hard to grapple with 
the idea of drugs intruding into 
our peaceful lives 

"I’m very excited to see how 
much progress has taken place 
at the Help Center over the 
years." 


Identification law 
OK’d by council

Romulus councilmembers 
were in favor June 24 of a new 
ordinance which prohibits indi- 
viduals from giving police 
officers false identification 
when they are stopped. 

City attorney Barry Seifman 
informed councilmembers the 
ordinance was needed. 

“There have been occasions 
when people stopped for a 
minor violation have had no 
identification with them, and 
were unable to reach anyone at 
home for verification,” Seif- 
man said. “Upon being re- 
leased on their own recogni- 
zance and not appearing in 
court, a warrant was issued for 
the arrest of these individuals, 
and a different person 
appeared than the one original- 
ly brought in.” 

In another instance, the per- 


son was stopped for a civil in- 
fraction and presented police 
officers with false identifica- 
tion, which resulted in the arrest 
of an innocent victim. 

“It was due to complaints 
and problems caused from 
these cases that the new ordi- 
nance was established," Seif- 
man said. 

“It shall be unlawful for any 
person who has been requested 
to display an operator’s or 
chauffeur’s license and, who 
for any reason is unable to do 
so, to provide identification in- 
formation to a police officer 
other than that which is accu- 
rate and is applicable to that 
person alone,” the ordinance 
states. 

Violation of this law is 
punishable as a misdemeanor 
and can result in a maximum 
sentence of 90 days in jail and/ 
or up to a $500 fine plus court 
costs.

study set at site

An investigation to check the 
quality of ground water and 
surface water at a local dump 
site is scheduled during the 
next few months by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 

The 1-acre site, located south 
of Ecorse Road and west of the 
railroad tracks, first showed 
signs of environmental prob- 
lems in 1980, when an oily 
material with a solvent odor 
was discovered in a ditch run- 
ning along the property near 
Wick Elementary. An inves- 
tigation of suspected toxic sub- 
stances in the area began in 
early 1987 after fires at the site 
forced the evacuation of 1,500 
area school children and resi- 
dents. 

After formulating a basic 
understanding of the site, iden- 
tifying project objectives and 
appropriating funding, the 
DNR is once again moving for- 
ward in their efforts ensure the 
area is safe and clean. 

“In August or September of 
this year, we will begin a reme- 
dial investigation of the area to 
determine the quality of sur- 
face and ground water,” said 
Karen Belfon, DNR environ- 
mental quality analyst. “Hope- 
fully, after a couple of weeks, 
we’ll have the first test results 
showing whether or not the wa- 
ter is contaminated." 

Belfon said nearby residents 
are served through a municipal 
water supply and are not 
affected by the test. 

“It is being conducted simply 
to assess environmental im- 
pacts due to the landfill, and to 
try and correct any problem we 
may find," Belfon said. 

In order to collect ground- 
water samples and to measure 
static water levels effectively, 
eight ground-water monitoring 
wells will be installed through- 
out the area at a depth of 20 
feet 

During drilling, soil samples 
will be collected for geological 
references at 5-foot intervals 
Each well will then be de- 
veloped to remove fine sedi- 
ment and to restore the onginal 
water-yielding characteristics 
before testing begins, accord- 
ing to Belfon Steps will also be 
taken to ensure stagnant water 
from inside the well casing has 
been removed so the best sam-

pie possible can be extracted 
from the well. 

“After an approximate two- 
week period of time, the first 
ground-water samples will be 
collected,’’ Beifon said. 
“Approximately one month la- 
ter, a second sample will be 
taken to assure accuracy of re- 
sults.” 

As with the ground water, 
surface-water samples will be 
collected during two separate 
sampling efforts. To collect 
these samples, analysts will 
immerse a clean beaker in the 
water, decontaminating it be- 
tween samples. 

All specimens will be packed 
immediately in ice and sent to 
an analytical laboratory in 
Maine, according to Belfon. 
They will then be analyzed for 
volatile organic chemicals, 
semi-volatile organic chemic- 
als, pesticides, polychlorinated 
biphenyls, total phenolics, 
selected inorganic compounds 
and several miscellaneous pa- 
rameters. 

“It is our hope that the water 
will be found clean and clear, 
but if any contamination is de- 
tected. we will begin taking 
further steps,” Belfon said.

NEW TREATMENT 
SHAVES PLAQUE 
FROM BLOCKED 
ARTERIES

Last October, after years of 
research and technological 
developments, the U.S. Federal 
Drug Administration approved a 
procedure called atherectomy 
to remove plaque from coronary 
arteries. Until then, when 
blockages in coronary arteries 
interfered with the blood flow 
vital to maintaining a healthy 
heart muscle, patients had two 
alternatives to potentially reduce 
risk of further heart muscle 
damage: balloon angioplasty or 
open-heart bypass surgery. 

By January. Oakwood Hospital 
was among only 80 hospitals in 
the country with the skilled 
physicians, specialized 
equipment, and support team of 
medical professionals needed to 
perform the procedure. 

Restoring the coronary artery 
blood flow 

Atherectomy has advantages for 
many patients. Like angioplasty, 
an atherectomy requires only a 
local anesthetic, leaving the 
patient fully conscious during 
thr procedure Both procedures 
are performed by inserting a 
catheter through a small skin 
puncture. 


In an angioplasty, the artery 
opens when the physician 
inflates a balloon to compress 
plaque against the artery wall. 
Blood flow is restored but the 
plaque is not actually removed. 

In an atherectomy, the plaque 
is removed. With a tiny blade, 
the physician shaves away 
cholesterol-laden plaque, and 
retrieves the waste material by 
drawing it back through the 
catheter. 

When appropriate, 
atherectomy can be a good 
alternative to bypass surgery. 
Bypass surgery requires heavier 
anesthesia and major incisions, 
and is far more distressful to the 
patient. 

On the cutting edge 

Not all heart patients arc 
atherectomy candidates, and the 
procedure does not replace 
angioplasty, bypass surgery, 
medications, or other treatments 
prescribed by your doctor. It 
does, however, offer an additional 
method to unclog coronary 
artery blockages in a select group 
of patients.

Noise program under way at Metro

Romulus residents may soon 
be able to listen more intently 
to the sounds of nature. 

Plans are under way to les- 
sen the noise near Metro De- 
troit Airport. 

"It seems someone has be- 
come aware that there are hu- 
man beings living near the air- 
port,” said Romulus Mayor Be- 
verly McAnally. “Finally, 
something is being done to help 
everyone sleep better at 
night.” 

That “something” is refer- 
ence to a Noise Control and 
Mitigation Policy, which was 
adopted by the Wayne County 
Commission last week. It is a 
plan that will bring the area 
one step closer to controlling 
noise near the airport. 

The policy is designed to 
establish the framework for a 
comprehensive noise reduction 
program, according to Susan 
L. Hubbard, special committee 
chairman. 

“It is a mandatory part of the 
process and is the first very im- 
portant step taken to control 
noise at the airport,” she said. 

It may be a good plan, but an 
“I-have-to-see-it-to-believe-it” 
attitude still plays on the mind 
of some, according to City 
Councilman Noah P. Bergeron 
Jr. 

“They say it’s the first step in 
reducing the noise at the air- 
port, but a few years ago when 
a noise czar was appointed, 
they called that the first step,” 
Bergeron said. “It’s time for 
them to stop making programs 
to stop the noise, and start 
simply stopping the noise." 

Bergeron believes this can 
only be done by “fleet attri- 
tion” in the airport aircraft, 
“and that would have been 
done anyway because every- 
thing has to modernize some- 
time." 

If the policy is accepted into a 
program, the process of attri- 
tion or other forms of noise 
mitigation may be sped up. 

Adoption of the policy caps a 
series of events which began in 
November 1989 with an action 
by the Federal Aviation Admi- 
nistration to change flight pat- 
terns at Metro. This action had 
the adverse effect of increasing 
noise in many neighborhoods 
north of the airport, including 


Canton Township and West- 
land. 

“We had a lot of complaints 
so we developed a Special Com- 
mittee on Airport Noise,” said 
Bryan Amann, Wayne County 
commissioner and former 
noise czar for the county. 

That committee, in coopera- 
tion with the County Execu- 
tive’s office and the Michigan 
Congressional delegation, con- 
vinced the FAA to reconsider 
the changed flight patterns and 
to test new procedures for rout- 
ing aircraft. Late last month, 
the first test of new procedures 
began and it is expected to con- 
tinue through November. 

“As a part of this testing, 
there are currently no mid- 
night to6 a.m. flights departing 
from the north,” said Amann. 

“So they’re moving noise 
from one side of the airport to 
another,” Bergeron said. 

Other changes have also 
been implemented in working 
to minimize noise, according to 
Michael Conway, community 
relations manager at the air- 
port. 

“For example, the new 1,500- 
foot extension to Runway 3 will 
allow planes to get higher in the 
air before going over residen- 
tial areas,” Conway said. 
“This will reduce the a mount of 
time noise will be directed to- 
ward the ground.” 

“They are basically pre- 
liminary technical tests being 
done to determine sound 
levels,” said Evan Carew, 
administrative assistant to 
Hubbard. “Hopefully, through 
these tests and tests to follow, 
we can come up with better 
solutions for noise mitigation 
which can be implemented into 
the new program.” 

In accordance with his 
words, policy objectives state 
measures should ensure a re- 
duction in noise at the airport in 


compliance with federal reg- 
ulations. 

“The program should 
address noise produced by both 
flight and ground operations, 
and should be responsive to the 
concerns expressed by citizens 
in the public hearings," the 
policy states. 

“The planned modernization 
of the airport, and the increase 
in passenger service, are im- 
portant for the economic health 
of Wayne County and all of 
southeastern Michigan. As the 
proprietor of the airport, 
Wayne County intends to take 
actions and encourage others 
to take actions to reduce noise 
impact on residents of Wayne 
County without necessarily 
affecting the operation of the 
airport.” 

“Hopefully, the result will be 
less noise and therefore, fewer 
people affected by the noise of 
the airport,” McAnally said. 

Still, Bergeron is skeptical. 

“They can create policies un- 
til the end of time, but I don’t 
want to see resolutions on pap- 
er, I want to not hear’ resolu- 
tions,” he said. “Noise mitiga- 
tion will only come when those 
in charge stop trying to 
appease the public by writing 
on paper and please them with 
silence.” 

The policy has been sent to 
the County Executive's Office 
for review by airport officials 
and noise consultants, who 
have committed to immediate- 
ly begin the technical analysis 
needed to implement a com- 
prehensive noise control prog- 
ram for the airport, according 
to Hubbard. They are expected 
to present a draft program to 
the commission by autumn 

“Upon completion of the 
draft, another series of public 
meetings and hearings must be 
held before the commission 
adopts the final program,” 


Hubbard said. 

“It’s a process that’s going to 
have an impact on the county, 
the FAA and the public and it’s 
going to take cooperative 
efforts of each one in order for 
this program to work,” Carew 
said. 

“We are on the threshold of a 
decade of economic promise 
for Romulus and implementa- 
tion of a noise mitigation prog- 
ram is of paramount import- 
ance to this growth,” Amann 
said. “Once the public is con- 
vinced that the airport can 
grow responsibly, it will be 
much easier to move ahead.”

Pat Birbeck 


Trustee’s death leaves void

Pat Birbeck couldn’t move 
mountains, but if you had 
needed one relocated, Pat 
probably would have gathered 
up a group to help you do it. 

Birbeck, known as a com- 
munity catalyst in western 
Wayne County, was a three- 
time president of the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce, 
president of the Goodfellows, 
past president of the Belleville 
Strawberry Festival and Van 
Buren Township trustee. Her 
many years of community ser- 
vice came to a halt early Sun- 
day morning when she died af- 
ter a long battle with cancer. 

A June 9 article in the Sunday 
Eagle & Enterprise named Bir- 
beck as one of the most influen- 
tial women in western Wayne 
Country. Rather than being de- 
scribed as a powerful or in- 
fluential person, Birbeck was 
more accurately portrayed as 
a community catalyst and 
organizer - a mover and a 
shaker. 

In her last interview with 
Associated Newspapers, Bir- 
beck noted, “If there’s a secret 
to my accomplishments, it’s 
that I never take on jobs that 
don’t excite me. I do things that 
interest me. It’s easy to get 
people to contribute to some- 
thing positive for the com- 
munity.” 

“After everything is over, I 
never forget to say ‘thank you’ 
and recognize those who have 
made the project happen. I 
don’t do things all by myself. It 
takes the cooperation of a lot of 
people to accomplish a com- 
munity project, and it’s impor- 
tant to let them know that I rec- 
ognize their part in it.” 

“I find it hard to toot my own 
horn, but I think it's true that 
when you want something 
done, you ask a busy person,” 
the longtime manager of Bud’s 
Television added. “When 
you’re a busy person, I think 
there’s a sense of urgency to 
get the job completed so you 
can go on to something else. 
Maybe, that is the reason that 
busy people are always asked 
to work on projects.” 

Birbeck said her ability to 
draw people into community 
work and to inspire donations 
to worthy causes was a God- 
given gift. 

“People do care, but often 
they need someone to ask them 
to help out and then to remind 
them along and along,” Bir- 
beck said in her last interview. 
“When I ask for help, I’m not 
asking for me. It’s in the name 
of someone else. I feel a strong 
obligation to do what I can do to 
help others. People helped me 
when I was a child, and I want 
to be there for those who need 
help now.” 

Birbeck recalled that she re- 
ceived “mind-saving and life- 
saving support’’ from her 
friends and acquaintances 
when she was diagnosed with 
cancer last year. During her ill- 
ness, friends rallied to her sup- 
port in the same way she had 
rallied to the aid of others in 
need. 

For the first time in memory, 
Birbeck was not present at the 
Strawberry Festival - an event 
that she had tirelessly prom- 
oted as past president and 
board member. While current 
Strawberry Festival President 
Linda Hall, Executive Director 
Donna Hall and other festival 
committee members filled the 
gaps in Birbeck’s absence, 
they acknowledged she was

Birbeck was elected to a 
four-year term on the Van 
Buren Township Board in 1986, 
and was serving on the execu- 
tive board of the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce 
and as president of the Bellevil- 
le Area Goodfellows.

Students from three Euro- 
pean countries are packing 
their luggage and confirming 
their airline reservations for a 
month-long visit to Michigan. 
However, some of them aren’t 
sure where they’ll unpack their 
suitcases and in what area 
they’ll reside. 

In July, 367 French, Spanish 
and German students will be- 
gin arriving in Michigan for 
month-long stays as guests of 
local families, but host families 
are still needed for 180 of the 
teen-agers, according to Nacel 
Cultural Exchange state coor- 
dinators Evelyn and Julian 
Prince. 

One of the students seeking a 
host family is French student 
Bruno Fruchart, 17, who is an- 
xious to find out about Amer- 
ican life. 

“I do not really know how 
your country is. The only in- 
formation I could get up to now 
is from the television, radio 
and discussions with friends, 
but I was never told precisely 
how American are, except that 
they are very cordial, warm 
and enthusiastic. The last point 
reinforced my yearn to come to 
you and to know you. It would 
be a pleasure for me to take 
part in your life and to become 
an American for a month,” 
Bruno wrote to the sponsoring 
organization. 

The Princes have been 
matching European teens with 
state families for 16 years. 
They coordinate month-long 
stays for European teens with 
American families during the 
summer break by matching 
the general interests and acti- 
vities of the guests and their 
hosts. They also help to coor- 
dinate home stays with Euro- 
pean families for Michigan stu- 
dents. 

“We are grateful that we live 
in a state where the people are 


so warm and giving that they 
have never let down our Nacel 
students who want to come 
here. We hope that families will 
respond quickly, so the un- 
placed students will be able to 
come here,’’ said Julian 
Prince. 

Again this year, the Princes 
are seeking area families to 
open their homes to visiting 
students and their chaperones. 

Hosting dates for the Nacel 
students are: 120 French stu- 
dents, July 10 through Aug. 5, 
and 120 French students July 
28/29 through Aug. 25/25; 60 
Spanish students, July 5 
through July 31, and 30 more on 
July 30 through Aug. 27, plus 25 
German students, July 18 
through Aug. 16. 

Host families are required to 


supply a room and meals for 
the guest student. Each student 
provides his or her own air 
fare, medical insurance and 
money for personal expenses. 

American teens may opt for 
home stays in Germany, 
France or Spain or visit the Iv- 
ory Coast, Ireland or Russia. 
Camp programs also are avail- 
able in Paris and Madrid.

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The cost of 
our future 

One good idea may make another a bit more expensive for 
area residents, but the increased cost may simply be neces- 
sary to preserve our environment. 

Last week, a spokesman for the Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority noted that rates at the facility may have to be 
increased in light of the decrease in tonnage reduced to ash for 
subsequent dumping in landfills. Director of the facility 
Ulrich C. Bauser confirms the drop in useage but contends 
that the reduction in waste processed may be due to the eco- 
nomy but admits that the move toward recycling has also 
impacted on use at the incinerator. 

If rates at the facility must be increased to keep it operat- 
ing, then perhaps that is a price that must be paid. We would 
wholeheartedly support the incinerator project which pro- 
vides a viable service for refuse and waste which cannot be 
recycled. These efforts in conjunction will provide a modicum 
of hope for the preservation of our environment. 

Those who maintain they are attempting to “save the 
earth” are making a serious error. The earth does not need 
saving, but mankind does. This planet existed long before 
mankind and will continue to exist long after. The question is 
the quality of life we will provide to our descendants. As it is, 
we are a race of beings who have learned to exist and breathe 
a poisonous gas. We have learned to thrive on a chemical 
inhalant which would kill many other life forms. 

But how far will that adaptability stretch? How many more 
evolutionary changes will we force on our own species? 

We do not believe it is necessary for residents to make a 
choice or that an increase in rates at the incinerator should be 
criticized. Both the move toward mandated, city and 
township recycling and the use of the incinerator are efforts 
we commend and support. 

We hope our citizens will understand that any cost increase 
is an investment in our future and the future of mankind. 

A fitting tribute 

Western Wayne County lost a vibrant, hard-working com- 
munity leader this weekend when Van Buren Township 
trustee Patricia Birbeck died after a year-long battle with 
cancer. 

Birbeck was a three-time president of the Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce and the recipient of several BACC 
service awards. She was a past president of the Belleville 
Strawberry Festival Committee, and filled various lead- 
ership roles in the annual event for the past 11 years. Bir- 
beck also was instrumental in revitalizing the Belleville 
Area Goodfellows when she took over the presidency of the 
charitable organization several years ago. 

Associated Newspapers honored Birbeck in 1987 as the 
runner-up to the Person of the Year, and recognized her 
earlier this month as one of the most influential women in 
western Wayne County. 

Her list of community involvements is a long one, and she 
will be missed by numerous people whose lives she touched 
in her daily service. 

Members of business, community and civic groups with 
whom she served are organizing memorials for the popular 
community leader. However, as one considers the contribu- 
tions to the community made by Patricia Birbeck, there is 
only one appropriate memorial - the giving of oneself in her 
memory. 

Birbeck was a seemingly tireless worker in her service to 
others. She was often at the forefront of worthwhile events, 
at times far ahead of those who followed her. Those who 
wish to honor her memory could best do so by stepping into 
the vacancies that she has left in the many groups, orga- 
nizations and charities in which she had served.

Friends of Birbeck could 
make a significant impact on the community by donating 
their time and talents along with their dollars as a memo- 
rial to Patricia Birbeck. 

We believe that she would be pleased to know that scores 
of her friends would support the Goodfellows, serve on the 
Strawberry Festival committees, promote the chamber of 
commerce and extend a helping hand to others in her stead.

Are we going to 
have a policy implemented 
whereby the student-athlete is 
more responsible for his/her 
studies than the acumen shown 
on the playing field? In this re- 
gard, I am referring to the en- 
forcement of a minimal grade 
point average being maintained 
if the student is to participate in 
extra-curricular activities. Is 
the administration going to con- 


tinue its apparently lax policy 
regarding trouble-makers in 
the schools? Or, our we finally 
going to institute a get-tough 
attitude and expel the chronic 
truant, knife carrier, bully, 
etc.? 

Finally, is the School Board 
going to stop its siege mentality 
and make the schools more 
open and accessible to all of us? 
To be sure, I and many parents I 
have talked with have felt disen- 
franchised because most school 
activities, particularly on the 
elementary level, are scheduled 
during the day. Incase no one on 
the Board has noticed, most 
families now have both parents 
working and we cannot make 
these activities because of that 
commitment 

Now that the schools are 
funded as the Board has asked 
that they be funded, we must, 
collectively, turn our attention 
to the real reason for having a 
school system in the first place: 
educating our children so they 
can become productive mem- 
bers of society. In this in- 
creasingly complex society, 
where “me” seems to come 
first at every turn, we must sub- 
limate that urge and place our 
children in that position where 
education and its costs are con- 
cerned. That is the challenge we 
all face, particularly our School 
Board. To do less, dooms and 
damns us for now and all times.

Best prep team in Michigan in 1991 



Scott Rodgers, one of three players 
from the area picked for the coveted 
All-State team, is the best right- 
handed pitcher in the history of Ply- 
mouth Salem High School. Rodgers 
posted a 13-2 record in leading the 
Rocks to the 1991 state title. He had 
an ERA of .95 before the playoffs and 
wound up with an enviable 1.22. A 
senior who may be heading for Kent 
State, Rodgers struck out 119 in 80 
innings of work. “He had the 
greatest season of any right-hander 
in our history," noted Rock Coach 
John Gravlin. 



Lawrence Scheffer had 31 hits and 
a .373 batting average. Both helped 
John Glenn capture the Western 
Lakes Conference championship. 
He set a record for Rocket homers, 
rounding the bases 10 times and 
knocking in 40 runs. The outfielder/ 
pitcher also had three doubles and 
one triple to his credit. Scheffer 
walked six times. His ability was 
recognized by the coaches across 
the state, who added his name to the 
All-State honor roll. 



Scott Niemiec, a three-year varsity 
performer for Salem, is the best 
catcher on the high school scene to- 
day. The 5’11” and 170-pound senior 
was flawless in his performance this 
year and was instrumental in the 
Rocks’ 27-6 won-lost season. He also 
was dangerous at the plate. He 
finished with a .385 batting average 
for his final prep campaign that sea- 
led a career .400 average during his 
three-year stint. 



Tom Davey’s 6-6 first baseman 
stance gave the infielders an excel- 
lent target to throw at. Although he 
began his prep career at short stop, 
Salem Coach John Gravlin switched 
him to first and never regretted the 
move. ‘‘Davey made us look really 
good over there,” Gravlin said. He 
also wielded a strong bat. Davey 
finished with a .346 batting average 
and you can find his name on the 
all-conference lineup as well. 



Gary Pierce was the leadoff hitter 
for Coach Norm Hoenes’ cham- 
pionship team. He batted 85 times 
and recorded 38 hits for a hefty .447 
batting average. He also scored 31 
runs to go along with 18 RBIs. Pierce 
also had seven doubles and one tri- 
ple. On defense. Pierce handled his 
outfield responsibilities like a pro. 



Ed Gundry, only a junior, led the 
state champions with the long ball. 
He hammered five home runs, in- 
cluding the shot that was heard 
around Battle Creek. Gundry’s two- 
run round-tripper against Rochester 
sealed the Rocks 4-1 victory in the 
state finals. That blast traveled 415 
feet. “He has been a big asset to this 
team,” Coach John Gravlin said 
“He came through for us time-and- 
time again.”

Top coach had dream season 


This was the season Ply- 
mouth-Salem Coach John 
Gravlin had dreamed about 
most of his life. 

It was the season for the 
Rocks, who captured the co- 
veted Class A state baseball 
championship. 

“This team was a team in the 
truest sense,” Gravlin said. 
“These players didn’t know the 
word T. It just wasn’t in their 
vocabulary, and that was the 
reason for their success.” 

The Rocks raced through the 
state playoffs, erasing the likes 
of such state power houses as 
Westland John Glenn, arch- 
rival Plymouth Canton, Wyan- 
dotte Roosevelt and Redford- 
Detroit Catholic Central, along 
their path to reach the finals of 
the state playoffs. 

Then, in the game for it all, 
Salem didn’t falter. The Rocks 
crushed Rochester 4-1 in the 
finals for the state crown. The 
reigning state champions 
finished with a superlative 27-6 
record. They became the first 
team in the area and the first 
Salem team since 1975 to win a 
state high school baseball title. 

Gravlin also earned an im- 
portant post-season honor. He 
is the Associated Newspapers 


high school baseball Coach ot 
the Year. 

A native of Bay City, where 
he quickly retreats after the 
season, Gravlin didn’t play 
baseball in high school at Bay 
City All-Saints, “because the 
school didn’t have a program 
back (in 1972).” Ironically, All- 
Saints has won two state titles 
after baseball came to the 
school during the post- 1972 era. 

Gravlin received his degree 
in education from the Universi- 
ty of Michigan in 1976 and 
shortly afterward launched his 
coaching career. He has 
coached the Rocks’ varsity 
baseball team for the past eight 
years and has a career 142-66 
record. 

The 1991 crop is Gravlin’s 
best, he admits. 

And he has to be concerned 
because he will be losing an ex- 
cellent crop of seniors through 
graduation. 

However, a glance at the 
Salem roster will convince 
most the Rocks will be tough 
again next year. They have 10 
returning letter-winners. 

And it won’t be easy snatch- 
ing the crown from the cham- 
pions after they worked so hard 
to get there. 



Rich Evans, a veteran Romulus in- 
fielder, has four years of varsity ex- 
perience to his credit and in his final 
campaign finished with an excellent 
.326 record. Evans was the spark 
plug to Coach Don Foley’s team and 
“in a league that included the likes 
of the Ann Arbor teams and Ypsilan- 
ti. Rich also proved he could play 
with the best of them,” Foley said. 


John Ward, a senior, was a power- 
hitter. An excellent all-around 
athlete. Ward had 73 appearances at 
the plate and managed to blast two 
homers, knock in 33 runs and finish 
with 28 hits that lifted him among the 
top area hitters. He finished with a 
.384 batting average. Ward also saw 
duty on the mound for the Rockets. 
“Ward has tremendous potential,” 
said Glenn Coach Norm Hoenes. 
“He’s the kind of player that will 
come through for you in the clutch.” 



Mike Woughman helped perpetu- 
ate a outstanding baseball tradition. 
He stepped into the batter’s box 83 
times and stroked 31 hits for a stellar 
.380 batting average. He also contri- 
buted 26 runs scored and batted in an 
additional 19 runs. His stats clinched 
for him a berth on the all-conference 
team.

Bernard Reeves did everything he 
could to make the Inkster High Vik- 
ings a winner. The senior left fielder 
batted .485 for the season, scored a 
dozen times on a team that had its 
share of problems. “If Reeves had 
been with a winning team, he prob- 
ably would have been considered for 
All-State recognition," said Inkster 
Coach Jerome Orr. “Unfortunately, 
we just didn’t have the horses to 
make a run for it. And it wasn’t be- 
cause Reeves didn’t try.” 



Mike White also was the man be- 
hind the mask for the Rockets. He 
kept base runners in check and few 
dared to steal upon him. He also 
made the most of his appearances at 
the plate. He successfully hit 36 
times and got aboard via walks 20 
other times. White scored 23 runs for 
the Rockets and drove in 10 runs, 
finishing with an incredible .500 bat- 
ting average that also won him a 
berth on the all-conference team. In 
those 36 hits, he also had a pair of 
doubles. 



Jason Riggs, an outfielder for 
Coach Fred Crissey’s Chiefs, was a 
catalyst in the Canton drive to win 
the Western Lakes Western cham- 
pionship. He collected 35 hits in 81 
plate appearances and drove in 24 
runs while scoring 23 runs himself. 
Crissey labeled Riggs “an excellent 
defensive outfielder.” 



Ed Tank . a catcher-pitcher for 
Coach Don Foley’s Eagles brought 
the curtains down on a stellar base- 
ball career. A three-year varsity let- 
ter-winner, Tank had a career .323 
batting average. But his importance 
to the team was his versatility. "We 
used him behind the plate and he 
proved invaluable to us. There isn't 
enough we can say about this fine 
athlete. A couple of more like him 
and we would have been serious title 
contenders," Foley said. 



Matt Hamilton, the Most Valuable Player for New Boston 
Huron, was shortstop and relief man for the Chiefs, who 
did a turnaround this season and played like title conten- 
ders thanks to an exceptional crop of players. Hamilton 
and Dave Delano shared MVP honors for the team. 
Hamilton led the team in hits with 26 and RBIs with 20. He 
also chipped in with a .361 batting average. Quick as a 
panther, the senior also managed to steal 14 bases. Coach 
Bill Spiecker describes Hamilton as "our main relief

Joe Files, the best of the Wayne Memorial Zebras, was 
the team MVP this year And for several good reasons. 
The senior slugger boasted a .377 batting average with 20 
hits, including four doubles and one triple. Files also had 
two home runs and nine RBIs The senior third baseman 
scored eight runs and walked five times. 


Scott Kennedy was an overpowering pitcher this year 
for Plymouth-Canton. He finished the season with 10 vic- 
tories and three losses and five saves He pitched 84 in- 
nings and gave up 23 runs Only 13 runs were earned as his 
ERA was a meager 1.80 Kennedy struck out 141 and 
walked 44.
